Fiims Destroy Russians 


HELSINKI, Finland —(/P)— The des- 


closure that Finnish planes dropped 
bombs to smash the ice at Lake Kianta 
and trap a whole Red Russian divis- 
ion in what probably was the great- 
est battle of the war was made by re- 
liable sources early Wednesday as the 
Finns mopped up in that sector and 
converted other Soviet attacks into 
Finnish victorise. 


The battle, fought on December 29 


and 30 at the eastern edge of Finland's 
narro 'waistline," resulted in the vir- 
tual annihilation of the Russian 163rd 
Division—at least 15,000 strong. 


First-hand reports of the Battle be- 


gan to trickle into the capital Wednes- 
day although the victory itself was an- 
nounced in a New Year's Eve com- 
munique. 


Finns Bomb Ice 


Wednesday's reports told how the 


ice of the lake several days ago 
killed more than a thousand of them, 
and dicw a tight ring around the lake.
